Reparations Commission 


Sustains Own Action 


On Moratorium 


Old Schedule of Pay- 


ments Is Again Put 


In Force 


Paris, Feb. 3.—/By A. P.)—The 


reparation commission today adopted 
a resolution sustaining its own ac- 
;ion of January 26 in refusing Ger- 
many a moratorium. 
The 
resolu- 


tion was passed as a reply to yes 
terday's protest note from Germany. 


France, Italy and Belgium voted 


for the resolution. 
Great Britain 


abstained from voting as in recent 
reparation commission ballots. 


Germany's note of yesterday re- 


presented an effort to renew the dis- 
cussion with France and re-open the 
reparations 
controversy. 
It pro- 
tested against a reparations commis- 
sion decision of January 26 and 
asked that the commission in ac- 
cordance with the peace treaty re- 
examine the capacity of Germany 
to pay. 
The speed of the commission's ac 


tion on this note is pointed to as 
emphasizing the refusal. The note 
was dated Thursday. 
It was re- 


ceived Friday and answered today. 
"The reparation commission after 


noting the German, reply of Febru- 
ary 2, maintains its decision of Jan. 
26 with its consequences," the reso- 
lution read. 
The January 26 decision refused 


Germany a moratorium and put in 
force again the schedule of payments 
adopted May 5, 1921. 
The commission today by the same 


vote passed a resolution, to maintain 
for 1923 the schedule of deliveries 
of wood by Germany arranged last 
July. 
TEMPER¥PEOPLE 


IN RUHR CHANGES 


Ducsseldorf, Feb. 3.—The temper 


of the population in the occupied 
area appears to be undergoing a 
change, although the industrialists 
and the important magnates are as 
unalterably opposed as ever to any 
cooperation, with the French and 
Belgians. 
Not only have the railway workers 
resumed their jobs at Cologne, Co- 
folenz, Treves and IJudwibshafen, as 
well as on seme of the Ruhr lines, 
but the Schultz Polizei at Duessel- 
dorf have refused to obey Berlin's 
order that they ignore the French 
officers and continue to salute them. 
German members of the interna 
tional commisison in the Coblenz area 
•who ha've been working with the al- 
lied experts in issuing export licenses 
quit work but when Paul Tirard, the 
French Rhineland commissioner, ah- 
cepted 
their 
resignation 
and an 
nounced that he would 
fill their 
places with French and Belgian func- 
tionaries the Germans reconsidered 
and remained on duty. 
In "Witten, where the restaurant 
and hotel keepers have been refus- 
ing to serve food or drinks to French 
officers and soldiers, the situation 
has completely changed. 
No dis- 
crepancy is now shown toward the 
forces of occupation. 
The improvement in the relations 
between the foreign authorities and 
the population, however, is confined 
.to the working classes and to the 
' email tradesmen and shop keepers. 
The French authorities believe that 
they have a long and bitter fight to 
wage, but hope to bring Berlin to 
terms and force the surrender of the 
magnates. 
General Payot, who is operating 
several 
of the important 
railway 
lines for the French, says he is in a 
position to feed the civilian popula- 
tion and will soon be able to trans- 
port coal to France. Food trains are 
already moving into districts where 
the railway strike is still effective.

Federal Court In Cleveland Permanently Enjoins 


Them From Carrying Out Wage Scale—Judge 
Points Out Evils of System. 


Manufacturers and workers in the 
hand-blown window glass indubtry 
were permanently enjoined at Cleve- 
land jestcrday by Federal Judge D. 
C. "Westenhaver from carrjmg out 
their wage scale agreement, which 
was held to be in violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 
The permanent injunction, which 


effects several thousand workers and 
56 factories in nine states, including 
Ohio puts an end to the -wage agree- 
ment under which half of the j>lar.ts 
were idle while the other half were 
in operation. It was to become ef- 
fective March i. 
"Upon the merits, the decree must 
be for the plaintiff (the government)" 
said Judge "Westenhaver in the con- 
cluding paragraph of the 
opinion 
granting the injunction. Refusing to 
continue the temporary restraining 
order in force, the judge observed 
that: 


"The defendants should be given a 
reasonable time to comply with the 
decree to be entered. It seeems to 
me that the time intervening to 
March 1 will be reasonable and that 
the terms of the decree, including 
the injuctive features, should become 
effective not later than that date." 
The prosecution here, directed by 
Roger Shale of Washington, a special

representative of Attorney General 
Harry M. Daugherty, confined its at- 
tack on the wage scale agreement. 
The agreement was to have been an 


effect from Sept. 25 to Jan. 27 of this 
year, providing a scale for 16 weeks 
for Group A of the plants, and an 
18 week scale for Group B, from 
Jan. 29 to June 11. 
No manufacturers could operate 
during both periods unless he had 
two factories and would operate only 
one during a given period. None was 
permitted 
to 
operate his plant 
through both periods. 
The true purpose and intent of all 
parties, the court declared was that 
half of the plants should produce 
glass while the other half was shut 
down. This organization of the in 
dustry began in 1918, he added and 
ov, es its existence to government war 
restrictions upon non-essential in- 
dustries. 


Counsel for the defendants declared 
that the hand blown window glass in- 
dustry is dying; that -Machines have 
outdistanced the hand-blown compe- 
tition; that hand-blowers .are skilled 
workmen who are limited in number 
to 1,000 or fewer, and diminishing; 
that apprentices require long train- 
ing; that there are not more than 
half enough workmen to man exist- 
ing hand-blown glass plants fully. 
It was pointed out in the opinion 
that the workers who were a party 
to the wage scale agreement, had 
twice in polls of their membership 
voted against the two-period system. 


Judge "Westenhaver held that the 
two-period system of operation drives 
workers from the industry; causes 
them to go from place to place for 
work, and thus prevents them from 
having a- fixed abode; places poorly 
located and wastefully, inefficiently 
managed plants on the same basis as 
those more favorably situated and 
more economically operated and tends 
to keep alive factories "which have 
no economic justification for exist- 
ence." 
John W. Davis, former American 
ambassador to Great Britain, headed 
the legal talent which represented 
the interests of the glass manufac 
turers involved, with whom was asso- 
ciated Judge "W. R. Sanders of the 
firm of Squire. Sanders & Dempeey. 
Pierre A. "White, former municipal 
judge, represented the glass workers 
in the hearing.

DEBT FUNDING 
PLAN APPROVED 
BY COMMISSION 


Will Lay Details of 
Recommendation Be- 
fore President Prob- 


ably Today 


Harding Will Ask Con- 


gress For Prompt 
Action on Changes 


"Washington, Feb. 3.—(By The A. 


P.)—The American debt 
funding 


commission has been called to meet 
late today for a discussion of the 
form of the recommendation, it will 
make to President Harding in con- 
nection with the plan for funding 
Great Britain's war time debt, fin- 
ally approved by the commission, last 
nig-ht. 


It is the hope of the commission 


to place the draft of its recommen- 
dation in the hands of the president 
today. 


It appeared likely that the presi- 


dent would ask for such changes in 
the foreign debt funding act as will 
encompass the British terms, leaving 
the question of a general revision of 
the law to a later date . 


Plans for holding the authorizing 


legislation in congress were talk- 
ed over again today with President 
Harding 
by 
Senator 
Lodge of 


Massaschussets, the republican lead- 
er. It was indicated later that the 
President's message to congress on 
the subject probably would go for- 
ward early next week and all the 
force of the administration would 
exerted to secure variable action by 
the adjournment of the session on 
March 4. 
It v/as said that Mr. Harding prob- 
ably would not deliver his message 
in person but would satisfy him- 
self with a brief written, statement 
to accompany the recommendations 
of the commission and to call atten- 
tion to the importance of quick ac- 
tion.

K. Ohtsky and Dr. Fredereck T. 
Gatss, also of the institute. The iso- 
lation will permit 
experimentation 


with antidotes and anti-toxins. So 
small is the germ that it must be 
magnified 100 times under the mic- 
roscope. 
The germ lodges in the nose and 
throat during the first 36 hours of in- 
fluenza infection then attacks the 
lungs in such a way as to make them 
susceptible to other germs in the 
nose and throat, notably those of 
pneumonia and bronchitis. 
In describing the details of the dis- 


covery Dr. Flexner says: 
"The effects are of two general 
classes—first as they 
affect 
the 


of red and white blood cells through 
the destruction of one variety of the 
latter. The second kind of 
effect 


from the germ causing influenza is 
far more significant and consists of 
mild injuries to the substance of 
the lungs, recognizable under the mic- 
roscope. 
"This new bacterium found thus 


far only in cases of epid influenza 
in the early hours of the- disease is 
so small that it can pass through 
of an earthenware filter and when 
magnified 1,000 tunes is- just capable 
of being seen distinctly under the 
microscope. It has been given the 


ca. Attention should be directed to 
these warnings- in order that due pre- 
cautions may be taken to limit as far 
as possible the spread of this disease 
from, person to person and more par- 
ticularly to avoid by means of pro- 
per medical and nursing measures 
the development of throat and lung 
infections which are so apt to fol- 
low influenza." 


The series of epidemic waves of in- 


fluenza have served to extend medi- 
cal knowledge of the 
disease, Dr. 


Flexner says, particularly in respect 
to the bacteriology of the original 
disease. He used the term original 
to distinguish between the influenza 
as such and the common complica- 
tion bronchitis and pneumonia, to 
which the grave nature of influenza 
is directly due. 
The announcement continues: "The 


newer .principles for cultivating di- 
sease germs outside the bodies of 
man and animals In their

TWO RUM CRAFT 
ARE SEIZED BY 
U, S. OFFICIALS 


Booze Runners Take Ad- 
vantage of Fog Off 


New York Harbor 


Three Arrested and 600 


Cases of Booze Seized 


in, Raid 


New York, Feb. 3.—(By A. P.)— 


Rum runners euf fered two casualties 
early today in extensive landing 
operations from the liquor fleet off 
the Jersey coast over night. 


"With drawn revolvers customs of- 


ficers seized the ocean going tug 
John Jj. Cann, arresting three men 
and seizing 600 cases. 
The other 


casualty occurred when, coast guards 
captured the motor boat Rose on the 
ocean beach a mile south of High- 
lands 


Advices received from Highlands 
stated that bottle fisherman, taking 
advantage of the fog, clearing ice 
and smooth seas, put out in good 
numbers to the rum fleet of 19 ves- 
sels moored off the Ambrose chan- 
nel lightship. 


Just how many small crafts suc- 
ceeded in running the blockade could 
not be 
defmtely 
ascertained 
but 
truck movements this morning indi- 
cated that a considerable amount of 
liquor had been landed. It was be- 
lieved in Highlands that all but one 
of the local rum runners had re- 
turned safely. 
"• 
The motor boat Rose, however fell 
into the hands of coast guards before 
her crew had been able to land all 
her cargo. She had not been claim- 
ed this morning by her owner, who 
was reported among Highlands resi- 
dents to be a public official. 
According to reports current In 
bootlegging circles, the owner of the 
Rose decided to vary his program, 
and ordered his crew instead of slip- 
ping into the Shrewsbury river, to 
land on the ocean beach where pre- 
parations were made to meet the 
craft with automobiles. The landing 
was mad-e and most of the cargo 
loaded into automobiles and driven, 
away. 


Before the last had been cleared 


however, coast guards commanded 
by Francis Downs and 
"William 


Brown, descended on th.e craft and 
seized her with eleven cases of 
liquor intact. 


Most the bottles which had been 


left on the craft when the raiders 
appeared were broken by the crew 
before they jumped from the boat 
and escaped. 
The Rose, equipped with a power- 


ful automobile engine was one of 
the fastest -crafts on the northern. 
Jersey shore. JChis morning- under^ 
eye of coast guards, she was being 
washed to pieces on the beach. 


The seizure of the Cann was dra- 
matic. John Regan, deputy collec- 
tor of customs at Perth Amboy, N. 
J., and customs inspector John I*. 
Murphy were cruising: about in tha 
fog in their launch Gadfly between 
Staten Island and Port Reading, Jf. 
J., when the heard the voice of a 
maritime salesman say "come get 
it.

usually, it'll be in celebration of an event very important to Young 
America. 


The Boy Scouts movement was incorporated and officially launched 


in our country Feb. 8, 1910, two years after Sir Robert S. S. Baden- Powell 
started the organization in England. 


The general purpose of the Boy Scouts is to train lads in good citizen- 


ship, manhood and self-reliance. 
Its founders, displaying considerable 


knowledge of psychology, assured its success by adopting uniforms for the 
members. 


Man or boy, let him wear a uniform and he'll do almost anything. 


Some of our big national movements that fail might be successful if an 
attractive uniform went with membership. Maybe that's the way to en- 
force prohibition—officially permit abstainers to -wear bomething like a 
red coat. 


Did it ever occur to you that the uniform is the first image that 


comes to your mind at mention of Boy Scoutfc? 


Few of us have an accurate idea of the values the young generation 


get from the Boy Scouts. A scout starts as a tenderfoot, then works up, 
by merit and ability, to second-class scout, finally to first-class. 


To be a first-class scout, a boy has to be able to swim 50 yards. He 


must have at least $2 in a saving bank. He must know how to wig-wag 
signals by flags. He has to be able to administer first-aid in case of acci- 
dents such as severed arteries and drowning. He must know how to read 
maps and make them, handle an ax, judge distances and be able to cook 
•for campers. 


The Boy Scout pledges obedience to parents, kindness to animals, 


courtesy to all. He has instilled into him a high code of honor and prac- 
tical applications of the Golden Rule and Good Samaritanism. 


The best thing done by the Boy Scouts is that it takes its members 


back to nature. The closer we keep, to nature, the better for our nation. 
There is always hope for a civilization whose boys are prowling in the 
woods, hiking cross-country, studying birds and flowers and breathing 
fresh air. 


In our half-mad swarming in cities, we have given the boy a raw deal, 


stripped him of his rightful playgrounds, caged him up like an animal 
and handicapped him with unhealthful environment.

A steel drag with three blades, known as a road plane, is extremely 


effective. A light coating of moderately fine sand should be added annually 
to keep a floating surface over the gravel, 'without this layer an inch 
or so in depth, there is nothing for the drag to work with to keep depres- 
sions filled. 


Care must be taken not to cover the gravel with earth or clay from 


the edges. Dragging is equally good on earth roads. Many costly jobs 
of construction could be saved if the roads were kept from going to pieces 
by the regular use of the drag.

In 1902 the White 
House was reconstructed, and the 
whole lower part of the building was 
made fireproof: but a recent inspec- 
tion shows that the attic is still a 
fire trap, and that some of the roof 
beams have cracked or pulled loose 
from their stirrups.

ment is going to spend S5.000 this 
next year preparing the plans for 
the renovation. 
The electric light bill at the White 
House comes to S8.600 a year. The

Urges That Children Share 


Responsibilities of the Family 


"The family is a co-operative or- 


ganization to which every member 
contributes by sharing in the labor 
and responsibilities," Mrs. Grace G. 
Walker, Ohio State university pro- 
fessor of home economics, said Mon- 
day at a Farmers' week meeting. 
"Every child should know and con- 
tribute his share. If he fails, his 
mother should not do it for him. The 
4-year-old child should be made to 
pick up his own toys. The 8-year- 
old daughter should keep her own 
room in order. 
"When ehe is 12 
years of age, she should darn her 
own hoee. sew on buttons, help 
with the dishes and dusting; and at 
14 years, she should darn the hose 
of one other member of the family 
besides her own, arrange flowers for 
the rooms, sew and assist with the 
cooking. 
"Training the child in simple 


home tasks is educational and gives 
the basis for specialized life in the 
home. 
It is. the rightful heritage 


of every child to be taught to work, 
and housework is rich teaching ma- 
terial. 
"By helping father and mother, 


children learn to- appreciate the ef- 
forts to make a home and become 
more considerate for others. Giving 
them constructive work keeps them 
from desiring to do destructive 
work. 
"Besides sharing in the -work," 
Mrs. "Walker said, "children must 
have a share in the pleasures of the 
home. Let tis play with our boys 
and girls and grow up with tbem as 
their companions. If we go to a pic- 
ture show, make a family party of it. 
Don't send them to Sunday school 
and church, but go with them and 
see how they behave. 


"Children should have a share In 
the magazines, books nnd papers ofi 
the family. Give them good books.' 


Teach them not to be destructive, 
but if they wear out the books by 
reading them, it's money well spent. 
See that they have a comfortable 
place to read. 
"Give them good music. If no one 
can play get a victrola and a few 
good records—not jazz music. Goo*, 
music, 
pictures, magazines 
and 
books cost something1, but they wiill 
pay. If we but realize the energy, 
effort and money which things out- 
side are spending to attract our 
children, we see we must put more 
energy on making our homes at- 
tractive. We must create a home 
atmosphere of cheer, rest and con- 
tent. 


"The 
child's share in the money 
of the family should be an allow- 
ance—a stated sum at regular in- 
tervals. The time to begin Is when 
he first asks for money, six pen- 
nies a week to the- 6-year-old child. 
"When the allowance is given, an 
account book should go with it. Go 
over the account book with your boy 
or girl, not to criticize but to help 
to wiser spending. Praise him wheif 
he does well. The 8-year-old should 
be given more pennies and should 
be taught to save, give and spend. 
If he buys his pencils and tablets 
from his allowance, he will be more 
economical 
with 
them. 
Clothes 


might be included In the articles to] 
be purchasedxfrom the allowance of 
the 12-year-old, to teach better care 
of suits and shoes. 


"You 
say they make mistakes in 


spending? So do you. 
You think 
you can't afford to give an allow- 
ance? These things are included in 
the value received: Character build- 
ing, thrift, success, value of things, 
wiser choioe, 
generosity, indepen- 


dence, broader education, fewer un- 
satisfied wants, higher standards of 
Ijvinjr. self-reliance, better homes in 
the future and better citizenship."
